Revenue Grimmitt stated‘that after 
fiis arrest, accused made a statement 
in quite good. Cantonese. 

It was then decided to try charging 
the accused. in Cantonese, his Worship 
remarking that accused need not think 
he would be discharged just beeause 
he elected to speak a dialect which was 
jliltle known’ here. He would be kept 
in custody a long time, if necessary, 
unti! an interpreter was found. 

A Flow. of Words 

When this was translated to the ac. 
tused by the Court’s Cantonese inter-— 
preter, the wily one immediately rat. | 
ied ‘off.a lengthy statement in perfect 
Cantonese, and once he got started it 
;was difficult to pull him up. 

Accused’s story was- that the box, in 
the faise bottom of which the opium 
was found; did not belong to him. On 
the voyage from Kwong-chawwan to 
Hong Kong on the s.s. “Wing Lee,” he 
chummed up with a fellow-passenger 
who offered him the loan: of one. of his 
boxes. He did not know it had opiurn 
in itcom-he. would ot..have had -any- 
thing ‘to. do: with: it, 

A Chinese Revenue Officer said that 
when he wanted to examine the box, 
accused produced the key from his per- 
son and opened it for him. 

Accused said thot just before land. 
ing' on the Sai Kung wharf, the other : 
man gave him the key. of the hox, tell- 
ing him that he would have to open it 
for seareh by the “Customs.” 

Magistrate (to accused): :So you 
found a kind friend who gave you the 
use of a box, gave you. the key to it, 
allowed you to take the box ashore and 
then disappeared. How are you going 
to return the box to him? 

“I don’t know. He disappeared when 
he saw me in trouble. Perhapsif I got 
through he would have made it his 
business to find me out and get bactr 
his box, and opium!” 

Deciding’ that accused. was not. the 
“Simple Simon” which he tried to make 
out, the Magistrate convicted and im- 
posed a fine of $8,000 or 12 months’ 
hard labour. 

The opium in both coses..was ordered 
to be confiscated. i :

BUSINESS CONDITIONS ° 


Income ‘and property . taxes are 
entleced in the months of May and 
Nuvember, Knowing, therefore, the 
total collections for May, it is pos- 
sible to predict the results for the 
financdal year, which to date are flat- 
‘tering. ‘In reality, the statement of 
revenue and expenditure presented by 
the Comptroller General of the Re- 
public shows ‘an inerease in revenue 
of $66 million up to May over the 
same period last ‘year. In this figure 
is’ induded the superavit of $34 mil-, 
liun carried over from 1928, but even 
deducting this amount, the surplus 
revente this year is much greater 
than last year. Direct and indirect 
taxation have produced _ in the first 
five months of this year $436 million, 
which amount is greater’ than that 
collected for the same items during 
the same period -in 1928. This in- 
ereas: is due to improved tax collec- 
tion methods; large revenue .from 
property tax, due to the reappraise- 
ment of real estate, which valuations 
have recently come into effect; and. 
to a great extent, to an increase in 
income tax receipts, on account of 
the higher earnings which certain im- | 
portant industries have obtained lat- 
terly, as, for example, the copper in- 
dustry, which has influenced more 
than any other in obtaining greater 
revenue this year. It is not venture- 
some, therefore, to predict that the 
superavit ¢stimated_in the budget law 
will be very much surpassed. 

- Agricultural -Preducts 

Sowings have been effected in ex- 
ceptioally advantageous’ conditions. 
Agricultural products have maintain- 
ed their prices compared: with last 
month, but in general they are low- 
er than in 1928, @ith the exception 
of beans, which are quoted very 
much higher than a year ago.

The ‘improvement effected in the 
financial position alone is ‘remark- 
able. Whereas for séveral years 
previously Government expenditure 
exceeded-income, sometimes by very 
considerable - amounts, last year 
there was a favourable balance of 
about £1,000,000—nearly doublé the 
amount anticipated by the Finance 
Minister when he framed his 
Budget estimates for 1928.—This

Dawn of Prosperity ‘ 

The improved financial position 
has had an important influence on 
the economic situation in Chile. 
togethet with the" reforms 
initiated by the Government and the 
revival cof the nitrate industry, 
has brought about the dawn of an 
era of prosperity such as the cour- 
try has not known for many years 
A general feeling of con- 
fidence is felt in commercial: and 
industrial cireles;. trade generally 
has improved and there is every in- 
dication that it will continue to 
make headway. 

That there

.| assumption that the progress made 


last year will continue is shown by 
the fact that Customs returns for 
the first month of 1929 showed re- 
ceipts totalling £1,950,000, as com- 
pared with £1,265,000 for the. car- 
responding period of 1928. Import 
duties very considerably increased 
to £725,018, as compared with £474, 
000 in January -of last year, 
Deposits-in commereial hanks have 
increased to over £7,500,000. while 
those in savings banks have been 
augmentel from £4,900,000 in 1927 
to £5,025,000 in 1928. The value of 
real estate in Chile has increased to 
just over £350,000,000. 

This year the Chilean Govern- 
ment is spending £5,625,000 on the 
carrying out of a public works pro- 
gramme, the money being sbtained 
by a series of loans to be raised in 
London, New York and in Chile- 
The internal Ioan for £625,000 has 
just been floated, ‘and was many 
times over-subscribed. Of the

|The high price of this metal, lately 


prevailing, led toa great stimulus 
of production and Chile's part in 
supplying the world ‘with copper 
established a record, the total pro- 
duction in 1928 being 270,000 tons, 
30 per cent. more than had ever 
been produced previously, The coal 
industry is in a less favourable posi- 
tion than any other business in 
Chile in spite of the fact that re- 
cently a heavy tax was imposed on 
imported fuel.

disastrous. for seorg of shipyards in 
“the Maritime Provinces of Canada. 
Thousanis of men, trained to the build- 
ing of thit type of vessel, were reduced 
to unemployment, in many cases to 
penury. Sixty-six years ago £2,000,- 
000 worth of Canalian-built wooden 
ships were sold, in one year, to the 
United States. In the’ same year an 
even greater tonnage was’ turied out 
of Canalian yards for home account 
and to mtisfy the requirements of the 
United Kingdem. Probably £500,000 
would not cover the lotal value of the 
annual output about that time 

Considering the purchasing power of 
the pound in those days it is evident 
that Canada was producing ships, al 
to-day’s value of money, worth af least 
£10,000,000 a year. The stroke of. mis- 
fortune which fell on the industry by 
the introduction of stecl hulls and 
steam power, instgad of wooden hulls 
and wint power, was so severe a blow 
that some towns ond villages, quite 
prosnerms hefore that, dried up a3 
houses became untenanted and shops 
were closed and shuttered. 

The efforts of Candian finamiers to 
establish shipyards similar to those on 
| the Mersey, the Clyde and tke Tyne 
I met with little suaess. The United 
{ States harred out Canadian-buil ships, 
jtoa very large extent, by a high tariff, 
: while in the United Kingdom cheaper 
j labour, more expert experienc, and 
‘abundant capital, nade it difcult, if 
{ not impossible: for Canadians io com- 
| pete in either of those markeis. Up 
‘to the wutbreak of the war the ship- 
; building industry in Canada was, there- 

fore, ata low ebb: . 
Remarkable Rise and’ Fall 
But the war did for Canadian ship- 
yards what nothing else coull have 
done. It not. only gave m tremendous 
; flip to operations, but put inte train- 
for such work a Jarge numberof men 
who could not have been employed at 
an economic wage under the ordinary 
conditions of ‘peace time competition. 
By 1918-19 Canada had risen tv fourth 
place in the world in the pruduction 
of tonnage—225,264 tons—and to third 
place‘in the number of ships produced 
1-148. Froin almost zero in 1913 to 
so high a’ standing in point of volume 
in five years has, perhaps, _lad few 
paraliel. . . 

The degree of var time eficiency 
in the construction of steel vessels 
eould mot, of course, be maintained 
when the artificial stimulus had 
ceased. In ‘pre-war days -only two 
Canadisn yards were 
building ocean-going ships. By 1919, 
when the building boon was at its 
height, there were no less than 78 es- 
tablishments engaged, in the various 
|} Canadian Provinces, in this business. 
The capital investd reached at that 
time £14,171,000, while the output ex- 
ceeded a value of £12,000,000. 

From that high plane of war time 
necessity the descent to the require- 
ments of a world al peace was swift 
and devastating, just as in the yards 
of Britain. Five years of weedout and 
| closing down left the Dominion with 
40 fewer establishnents, with capital 
{ eut to $6,785,000, and production to a 
value of £2,093,000, By careful man- 
agement the losscs sustained were, 
all things considered, even smaller 
than might have been 
ably expected, and rather les than 
feared hy some of the trade journals 
; of the Dominion. 

‘The Industry To-day 

Since 1923 the curve of_ the Cana- 
dian shipbuilding industry has had an 
upward tendency without a break. In 
1925 ahont the same number of es- 
tablishments were it work, but with a 
capital increase to £8.102,000 and a 
gross production of £2,448,00), more 
vessels being built in that year than 
at any lime since j919. 

Will the industry continue to ex- 
pand? That question has just keen put 
to a Canadian now in England, who 
holds shares in two of the companies 
now oyerating. His reply is ef inter- 
est: Shipbuilding the past few years 
has been a trying business for us. 
War-time priees were so high that pro- 
fits were. possible which give an 
inflated value to everything. Now- 
adays we have to get down to 
brass tacks to meet the competition 
of British yards, which are, of course, 
our only competiters worth naming. 
And while we have not yet, md may 
not for some years, be able to con- 
struct the big trans-Atlantic liners at 
prices fo compete with the yards over

In the building ‘of smdll craft, 

Canada has developed a business which 
takes in the American Continent as u 
whole. This line has been undertaken 

efly since the war, and grows year- 
ly; The field for tt there is very much 
larger than the field in Bri- 
tain. In 1928 there were 
dred establishments so engaged, with 

a capital of considerable size, in which 
680 workers found steady employment. 

Ontario, wilh its lengthy coast line 
on the Great Lakes, builds more plea- 
sure boats aud canoes thin all the 
other provinces combined. These firms. 
numbered 51 in Ontario, 18 in Nova 

Scotia, 13 in British Columbia, 21 in 
Quebec, 4 in New Brunswick and 3 in 
Manitoba, Saskatehewan and Alberta. 
Motorboats and launches built in that 
year numberd 448, row boats, skiffs 
and dories 1923, and canoes nearly 
4,000. The latter are employed for 
a variety- of purposes. First used by 
the Red Indians, they have been accept- 
ed by the white man who drove them 
out as indispnsable in a country like 
Canada. Many. traders, trappers, pros- 
pectors «ani forest rangers could 
scarcely cary on their work without 
the aid of this light, portable and 
cheap method of water transport. 

_ While supplying its own wants for 
practically «ali the smaller craft, 
Canada also does an export trade of 
some importence, though 1928’s ex- 
ports were smaller than those of 1927; 
due to a-decline in the demands of the 
United States, which seems to pursuc 


a hun-' 


foreign shipowner,.- 

The tonnage now under construction 
abroad—1,381,319 tons--is 96,118 tong 
less than Lhe work which was in hand 
at the end of Mareh. Six countrles 
abroad have more than 100,000 tons 
under . construction, viz.:—Germany, 
'272,444 tons; Japan, 179,968 tons; 
Holland, 172,406 tons;. France, 139,36 
tons; Russia, 124,908 tons . and the 
United States.

THE HANDLING OF BOATS 


In many parts of the world seamen 
are being severely criticised. It is 
alleged that in times of emergency they 
prove themselves “incompetent in. the 
handling of boats and the embar! ion 
of passengers; that they are not sailors 
im the strict sense of the word, but are 
merely ship workers whose duties con- 
sist of cleaning decks, paintwork, -or. 
chipping iron rust, sweeping holds, all 
splicing.and canvas coverings. awnings, 
tarpaulins, cargo. nets, and the rigging 
of boat’s gear being done by the shore 
riggers or made by contract in- the 
machine room. Not the slightest ele- 
ment of seamanship is necessary and 
even the stecring is carried out by 
quartermasters.”. An American writer 
declares that “there is no difference in

Main Points of Settlement 

The main points of settlement 
may be suinmarised-as follows: 

The territory under dispute is 
divided into two parts:'Tacna for 
Peru und Arica for Chile. The 
dividing line 158 ten kilometres 
north of, ‘und parallel ‘to, the 
Arica-La Paz Railway. The sul- 
phur deposits of Taeora remain in 
Chilean territory, and the canals 
of Uchusumar and Mauri remain 
the property of Peru. 

Chile will construet for Feru, 
at Arica, a wharf, a custom house 
and a station for the Arica-Tacna 
Railway, where Peru will _ enjoy 
independence within an ample 
free port. 

Chile will pay to Peru six mil-- 
Hon dollars, will deliver to Peru 
witheut cost al] the public works } 
and government-owned real estate 
in the department of Tacna, and 
will maintain the | concessions 
granted by Peru to the Tacna- 
Arica Railway. 

Children of Peruvian nationals 
born in Arica shall be considered 
as Peruvians until they attain the 
age of 21, when they shal! have 
the right to elect their definitive 
nationality; and the children of 
Chileans, born. in Taena, shall 
enjoy the same right. . 

Chile and Peru will reciprocal- 
ly release any abligation, engage- 
ment, or indebtedness between 
the two countries, whether or not 
derived from the Treaty of Ancon. 
= Foreign Policy 

When ihe Government of Pre- 
sident Ibanez assumed power, in 
January, 1927, it was faced with 
the very acute complications aris- 
ing from a foreign policy of ami- 
able desires and imperfectly de- 
fined good intentions.

MURDER TRIAL 


JURY RETURN VERDICT OF 
MANSLAUGHTER. 

PROVOKING CIRCUMSTANCES | 

The case against Lam Ling, who 

was indicted on a chaige of murder- 
ing anIndian constable, 'Sapurin 
Singh, on the hillside at the june- 
tion of Jordan and Canton-roads on 
the night of July 10, was concljaded 
yesterday.at the Criminat Session's 
before the Chief Juatke, Sir Henry 
Gollan. oy 

Mr: ii. Somerset Fitzroy prase- 
cuted for the Crown, and Mr. C. 6. 
Alabasier,, K.C., instructed -by 
Messrs. Deacons, defended. 

Two Different Stories’. 

The prisoner’, 3 story was that, on 
the night in question, he had had 
his evening meal at six o'clock. He 
left his shed at 7 pmt and when 
he retuned, he found the'Indian in 
a dying state. There were his wife, 
Chan Kui, and another Chinese 
man, whom he referred to as the 
lover of-his wife. They were stil] 
attacking the Indian with choppers 
He tried- to separate them, and in 
doing so, he received the cuts on 
his hands. 

Under cross-examination, the pri 
soner told another story. He ad- 
admitted that it was he-who had 
killed the Indian. Hesaid that he 
returned to the shed and found his 
wife together with theIndian, The 
latter was in a semi-nude state 
He’ was so incensed that he attack 
ed the Indian, and his wife also 
helped with a chopper... He said 
the reason why he had trumped 
up the first story was because his 
wife had told lies against him. 

In his final address to-the jury, 
Counsel for the defence said that 
it was clear that there had been a 
severe fight and-the’cause of the 
fight could net be other than what 
the prisener had said. 

His Lordship’s Comments

problem. This invitation reached 
the chancelleries of Lima and 
Santiago on July 9, 1928 and it 
accepted immediately. In 
virtue of this, embassies were es- 
tablished in Lima and Santiago, 
and through their medium the 


-arrangements recently made were 


concerted with Peru, thus demon- 
strating, “so that all who run 
may read,” that honesty of pur- 
pose alone reaches the end by the 
shortest path,

‘Prisoner then cried out from the 
dock that he would rather be hanged 
than serve ten years in gaol. 

As the prisoner was led out of 
Court, the girl, Chan Kui, ‘again 
burst out crying. Her wailing was 
even heard in the next Court where 
the Puisre Judge was trying a case 
against 2 Filipino barber, and the 
spectators in the First Court rushed 
out to see what was the matter.

_ MEDICINAL ALCOHOL 
The US. Treasury for the first 
time since Prohibition came into 
foree has authérized the legal 


manufacture of whisky to supple- 
ment the reserves Which are kept 
for medicinal purposes, The law 
inlposes upon the Government the 
duty of deciding about the re- 
plenishment of the. medicinal stocks 
of liquor, and they have now fallen 
to about 8,000,000 gallons. As the 
rate of consumption is between 
3,000,000’ and 1,500,000 gallons per 
amum and the liquor must - be 
matured for. four. years, the Trea- 
sury has decided to replenish. the 
store and will probably give per- 
mission to distil to six or eight pri- 
vate firms. 

The annual Conference of Gov- 
eriors of States, at which 26 of 
them were present, opened on July 
16 at Eastern Point, Connecticut. 

Weak Spots 

Mr. Roosevelt, the Governor of 
New York, made public a letter ad- 
dressed to him by- Mr. George W. 
Wickersham, chairman of Mr. 
Hoover's Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, in which the writer _point- 
ed out the weaknesses inherent in 
the Prohibition Laws,and urged 
the ealling of a conference to re- 
commend. plans for strengthening 
them. He suggested that it would 
make the enforcement of the Vol- 
stead Act easier and strike a blow 
at bootlegging if the prevention of 
the importation, manufacture, and 
sale of liquor were kept under 
Federal control, and the State 
authorities became responsible for 
jurisdiction over the retail end- of, 
the pecuniarily profitable crime of 
liquor law’ violatio. 

Mr. Wickersham’s proposal has 
provoked widespread discussion, 
and, as the opinion prevails that it 
would not have been made without 
Mr. Hoover’s approval, it is regard- 
ed as the most important develop- 
‘ment in the prohibition controversy 
since the present 


the proposal comes from the “drys,” 
whose spokesmen claim alwazs to 
have taken the position that it 
should not be the duty of the 
Federal] authorities to act as police- 
men for closing “speakeasies” and 
rounding up bootleggers, and that 
the responsibility for such work 
should be shared by every State. 
They are doubtful, however, whe- 
ther certain notoriously “wet” 
States, such as New York, Wiscon- 
sin. and Massachusetts, if enfrust- 
ed with jurisdiction over the salé 
of liquor, would not shirk their 
duty.

CHARGE 
WANCIFAI INCIDENT 
hinese of the coolie class who 
a row aver 20 cents on July 25 at 
Cross Street, Wanchai, resulted in the 
death of one. and the. alleged assailant 
was this morning arraigned before the 
Chief Justice, Sir Henry Gollan, and a 
jury, at the Criminal Sessions on a 
charge of murder. 

Mr. H. Ser et Fitzroy prosecuted | 
on behall of the Crown and the de- 
fence ging eondueted by Mr. Hing 
Shing-lo, instructed by.

The sceused, Yung Kwat-ting, alias 


{ Lav Sung-tin, is charged with having 
i stalibed to death a man called Ah Choy. 


Prisoner entered a plea of “Not Guil- 
ty.” 
Case Outlined 

According to Mr. Fitzroy, it appear- 
ed that the murdered man was a 
banishee’ from Singapore; he having 
served several terms of imprisonment 
there. On the day in question the mur- 
dered man was squatting alongside a 
food stall in Cross Street having his 
meal. It was hetween 4 and 5 p.m. 

Evidence would he called to shew 
that a man came from behind and spoke 
to Ah Choy. Then a blow was struck 
with a weapon. The street was crowd- 
ed at the time and the incident was 
not noticed by many people. The per- 
son who had. struck. the tlw then 
wept. toward 
the .victim went into Tai Yuen Street, 
Certain witnesses would be called to say 
that, the man who dealt the blow was 
dressed ina dark Chinese jacket. 

First Aid Rendered 

Continuing, Mr. Fitzroy said that 
the man whe. received the blow col- 
lapsed outside house No. 12 in Tai 
Yuen Street. A crowd fathered and 
omeone tried to stop the bleeling with 
Chinese medicine. “One man, Philip 
Chang, came on the scene with a first 
aid box and tried to dssist the. wound- 
ed man. The man, however, died. 

The Police traced the prisoner to his 
lodgings. He was. however, not to he 
found there, and a few. hours later, he 
was found by some of his room-mates 
near the Warchai Post Office. 

Prisoner’s Admission 

Tracing the motive for the crime, 
Mr. Fitzroy said that evidence would 
be praduced to show that three days 
previous to the assault, prisoner and the 
victim had a-quarrel over 20 cents 
which the latter owed the prisoner. 

Prisoner, when charged on July 26, 
had admitted that he had a row with 


the murdered man and it was the latter | 


who had struck him first. Hethen used 
a knife to strike the other man? 
The shave of the wound on the mur- 


“|dered man's chest was like a half-moon. 


Tt was struck with considerable force.

CRUISER STRENGTH 


JAPAN'S ATTITUDE TO THE 
CONVERSATIONS. 


WILLING TO SCRAP 17,000 TONS 
Tokyo, Yesterday. 
‘Reuter’s authoritative survey of 
the Anglo-. American naval cinver- 
sation3 has been received in offi- 
cial quarters without surprise. 
Since Mr. Matsudaira has been 
thoroughly informed of the pro- 
gress of the MacDonald-Dawes 
conversations he has kep: the 
Government fully informed: = 


Responsible officials decline to| 


comment on the details of the 
Anglo-American compromise, al- 
though authoritative quarters in- 
dicate that its nature and scope 
place no great difficulties in the 
way of Japanese adherence. 
Circles outside thé. Navy, not- 
ably the Press commentators, dis- 
-play some disappointment that 
the seale of Anglo-American crui- 
ser limitation means further 
building instead of reduction, if 
Japan is to maintain her desired 


+70 per cent. 


The Cabinet’s regular meeting 
this morning was largely occupied 
with the naval question, upon 
which Admiral Takarabe ayd 
Baron Shidehara reported the out- 
come, though the Cabinet’s de- 
liberations have not been divulg- 
ed. . 

After the meeting ‘Mr. 
Hamaguchi further conferred with 
Admiral Takarabe. 

The afternoon vernacular papers 
publish the purported outline of 
Admiral Takarabe’s staterient be- 
fore the Cabinet. which. authori- 
tative quarters close to the Ad- 
miral partially confirm. 

The statement is that first, 
Japan is prepared to consider 
favourably the extension of a 
capital ship holiday until - 1936. 
Secondly, Japan must consider the 
American’ first-class , cruiser 
strength, if carrying 8-inch guns, 
as the standard for her claim of 
7 per cent. Hence, she must 
build two_ cruisers heyond the 
current programme if the Ameri- 
can limit is placed. at eighteen 
10,000-ton ships, or four, if set at 
twenty-one. : 

Thirdly, Japan is willing to 
scrap approximately 17,000 tons 
of destroyers, leaving her 105,000 
tons, if the Anglh-American limit 
is fixed at 150,000. 

Fourthly, Japan is opposed to 
abolition or drastic reduction of 
submarines, which. she considers 
the most effective defensive 
weapon against a superior fleet— 
Reuter. : 


Invitations Being Issued 
London, Yesterday. 


Mr. Ramsay , MacDonald is send- 
ing invitations tothe French, Ita- 
lian and Japanese Governments to 
participate in the five-Power con- 
ference on. naval disafmament 
which {s intended to meet in Lon- 
don in the third week of January, 
1930. 

The United Ststes Government 
will issue similar invitations. 

These governments will submit 
to the conference details of the 
preliminary proposals. _ and those 
invited will be notified that a 
favourable result cannot be ob- 
tained without their full and sym- 
pathetic co-operation, - especially 
on the question of limiting the 
tonnage of destroyers and sub- 
marines.—Reuter.
